WEAF TO HAVE 
OWN ORCHESTRA 


Other Radio Stations Expected 
To Follow Suit---Musicians’ 
Pay Above Union Scale 


New York, March 27.—As the result of 
several conferences held recently between 
a representative of the American Tele- 
graph and Telephone Company, which 
Operates Radio Station WEAF, and Ed- 
ward Canavan, chairman of Local 802 
of the American Federation of Musicians, 
that station will soon have its own 
“house” orchestra just as it has already 
its own grand opera company. Other 
radio stations will probably follow suit 
and organize their own orchestras within 
the near future, according to Canavan. 

_ The WEAF orchestra is being organ- 
ized now and will soon be ready to take 
to the air. A good many of the mu- 
sicians being recruited for it, said Cana- 
van, are being offered much more than 
the union’s scale makes obligatory inas- 
much as the band will be a high-grade 
one. The orchestra will play exclusively 
from that station and will be called upon 
to play everything from jazz to grand, 
opera. i 
It is understood, of course, that other 

bands will continue to appear on the sta- 

tion’s programs from time to time just 

as they have in the past. 

It was also announced this week that 
beginning next month a new wage scale 
will be effective for orchestras which 
broadcast from hotels, restaurants, night 
clubs and the like where they may be 
filling resident engagements. If these 
bands, broadcasting from a hotel or club 
via a hook-up arrangement with the radio 
station, are obliged to play continuously 
without any intermissions, as is custom- 
ary when the bands play only for the 
patrons present at the establishment with 
no microphone carrying the music to the 
“invisible audience”, the members will re- 
ceive 50% above the regular wage scale 
for engagements at such night clubs and 
hotels. This applies only to the sessions 
during which the broadcasting occurs and 
is effective only when the selections are 
played consecutively with no time off. It 
is believed the managements wil! chalk 
up the additional expense against the 
advertising accounts.

DRAMATISTS AND MANAGERS 
ARE STILL IN CONFERENCE 


New York, March 29.—Altho the dram- 
atists and managers have held a series of 
meetings in the last week or so there are 
sti several minor wrinkles to be ironed 
out in the newly adopted minimum con- 
traet between authors and producers. 

The major demands of the playwrights, 
involving recognition of their closed shop 
and eqntrol of the film rights, have been 


accepted by every Broadway producer 
with the exeeption of David Belasco, 
Henty Miller and George M. Cohan, who 


have had no part in the proceedings so 
far. 

Both the dramatists and the managers 
also have agreed to the appointment of 
an arbiter—a Judge Landis of the theater 
—to settle all disputes, and the managers, 


in addition to forming a temporary or- 
ganization or “managers’ guild” for the 
purpose of conducting negotiations with 


the playwrights, have appointed a corm- 
mittee to perfect a permanent organiza- 


tion of all managers. This committee 
consists of A. H. Woods, Gilbert Miller. 
Warren P. Munsell. Arthur Hopkins and 
Sam H. Harris, and the report of these 
gentlemen will be heard at another gen- 
eral meeting this Thursday at the Astor 
Hotel. 


Joseph P. Bickerton has been selected 
to handle the managers’ legal affairs. 


One of the chief remaining wrinkles 
has to do with the small rights of the 
composers, who refuse to make any con- 
cessions in regard to the use of copy- 
righted music in cabarets, film theaters 
ind broadcasting stations. 

Incidentally, the Department of Justice 
at Washington has announced that in- 
vestigation of the Association of Amert- 
can Dramatists has revealed no violation 
of the anti-trust law, as manuscripts and 
scenarios are not regarded as involving 
Interstate Commerce. 


EDWARD DARLING 
TO SAIL IN JUNE 


—_——~_-- 


Will Combine Business With 
Pleasure, Looking Over For- 
eign Market for K.-A. 


New York, March 29.—Edward Darling, 
chief booker of the Keith-Albee Circuit 
and probably the best judge of vaude- 
ville material in the business, is leaving 
for Europe early in June to mix his 
annual vacation with the detail of looking 
over what acts are available on the 
foreign market, filling, in a sense, tho 
job that was left in the air last winter 
when Harry J. Mondorf, traveling repre- 
sentative of the circuit, suffered a 
severe nervous breakdown. 

Mr. Mondorf bas been ordered by his 
doctors to take a long rest, and there is 
some doubt as to whether he will return 
to the Keith-Albee Circuit in the role 
of foreign-act scout if he returns to the 
circuit at all. This, of course, is con- 
tingent upon his recovery, which may be 
slower than his friends hope. Some years 
ago Mr. Mondorf was laid up for a long 
time with his life in the balance. Since 
his return suddenly from Europe last 
winter on the advice of his physicians 
the Keith-Albee Circuit has not chosen a 
successor, figuring Mr. Darling could look 
after what material there is available in 
Europe when he takes his summer vaca- 
tion by remaining abroad a little longer. 

With the three most important foreign 
agents, Spadoni in Berlin, Reeves & 
Lamport in London, and Hauptmann in 
Brussels, now in a position to book direct 
with the Keith-Albee Circuit, Mr. Darling 
will be required to visit only these three 
cities to determine if there is anything 
of value for bookings in this country. 
Besides the foreign field is understood 
to be somewhat exhausted of its worth- 
while, big-time vaudeville material, Mr. 
Mondorf having covered the entire world 
quite thoroly in his annual trips. 

Mr. Darling, whose approval of an act 
is seldom disputed, will probably remain 
abroad for two months, visiting London 
ae then Brussels, and finally Paris and 
-eTiIn. 

Ed B. Lewis, former manager of 
Keith’s 81st Street Theater, who during 
the past few years has been assisting 
Mr. ondorf at this end, arranging for 
transportation, passport visas and other 
details attendant upon the impotation of 
acts, will continue in this capacity, it is 
understood.

The Chief Thing is pure “bunk”. Never- 
theless it is delightful entertainment and 
furnishes a pleasant few hours. There 
will be those who will look for depth of 
hidden meaning, who will falsely classify 
it as expressionism, impressionism, sym- 
bolism or some-other-ism at the very 
start and as a whole. There will be those 
who will point out adages and silly 
philosophy, who will pretend to be sick- 
ened by the sentiment which softens the 
irony. There will be those who are de- 
termined not to understand and therefore 
will find their confusion. These will fur- 
nish just enough argumentative spice to 
start discussions that will increase pat- 
ronage. The average playgoer, however, 
will openmindedly sit in his noisy spring 
seat at the Guild Theater and will be 
stimulated. He will find this bizarre 
piece tangible and wholly gratifying. The 
program names it “a comedy for some— 
a drama for others.” All will find it 
interesting diversion. 

Evreinoff is a_ superficial writer, a 
trickster in the theater, but he excels in 
his particular art. His harlequinade, 
The Merry Death, pleased audiences in 
the hands of the old Washineton Square 
Players many seasons ago. His Theater 
of the Soul has been seen and much 
talked of in this countr¥. The current 
play, named The Chief Thing for Broad- 
way. has had vogue in its native Russia 
and on the continent under the titles of 
The Theater of Happiness, Quintessence 
and Mr. Paraclete, As the latter it was 
offered last November by the Harvard 
Dramatic Club in Boston. There the 
Guild scouts saw its possibilities and in 
their present production they have given 
it ever advantage. A _ generous and 
distinguished cast acts it. Philip Moeller 
has accepted the co-operation of the au- 
thor and has astutely staged it. Sergi 
Soudeikine has been brought in to furnish 
the most beautifully fantastic settings 
seen in New York this season. Colorful 
costumes add to the vivid brilliance of 
the whole, 


One thing only has been slighted. There 
is more fun in the piece than has been 
brought out. The drollery is skillfully 
handled, but the broader comedy, par- 
ticularly in the scene of a rehearsal of 
Quo Vadis and the dinner scene at the 
boarding house, has not been fully real- 
ized. 

The Guild has named its translated 
version from the main theme of Evrein- 
off’s play, a truth which the author has 
rediscovered and dressed up for the stage. 
Tt is, that if we cannot create happiness 
in life, the chief thing is to create the 
iNusion of happiness. The principal fig- 


ure is Paraklete, duly explained by a 
program note which quotes from the 
Bible. His spirit, “which proceedeth 


from the Father", is to cheer up all peo- 
le. The curtain rises on the dicpensa- 
ions of a fortune teller. Then comes the 
introduction of a prexincial company of 
actors in rehearsal. The play really gets 
into itself when the scene shifts to Mme. 
Yakovlevna’s rooming house and it fin- 
ishes there with a Shrove Tuesday harle- 
aquinade with the ending left entirely to 
the taste of the audience. Paraklete, hav-

ing previously appeared marvelously dis- 
guished as the fortune teller, appears at 
the theater and engages three of the 
provincial players to create an illusion 
in real life at the boarding house full of 
unhappiness and melancholy. An amour 
is provided for a love-lorn girl, a lad 
who has attempted suicide is given some- 
thing to live for, a school teacher gets 
attentions she has never known and light 
is brought to the’ several other in- 
habitants under this roof. There is a 
suggestion of those past plays, The 
Passing of the Third Floor Back, Gupsy 
Jim and even Six Characters in Search 
of an Author, but it fs only faint and 
Evreinoff shows honest imagination. At 
the end his Paraklete turns out to be 
a Harlequin and the honoring of falsi- 
ties is put up to our own judgment. 

The characters are semi-grotesque and 
are played with understanding by an ex- 
cellent cast. McKay Morris. from his 
impersonation of an old hag with a re- 
markably effective falsetto thru a 
straight bit and a characterization of a 
German and later a monk to his final 
Harlequin, carries the burden of Parak- 
lete with distinction. Estelle Winwood is 
subtle and convincing as the dancer 
turned slavey to bring warmth to the 
melancholy young student, played feel- 
ingly by Dwight Frve. Ernest Cossart and 
C. Stafford Dickens interpret well the 
other two players recruited to act in the 
reality of the boarding house and Esther 
Mitchell catches just the right note of 
the love-lorn girl who receives a few mo- 
ments of bliss. Helen Westley, playing 
the hatchet-faced schoolmarm, is as true 
as ever and perhaps even truer. Henry 
Travers, Alice Belmore Cliffe. Edward G. 
Robinson, Edith Meiser and Stanley G. 
Wood handle the less ‘important roles 
deftly. 

William Griffith, in a brief appearance 
as the electrician in the provincial thea- 
ter, is most amusing. The fellow actors 
in the Quo Vadis troupe are fairlv well 
impersonated by Romney Brent, Harold 
Clurman, Donald Angus, House Reker 
Jameson. Kate WLawson, Marv True, 
Hildegard Holliday, Lee Strasbere, W'l- 
lard Tobias and Peggy Conway. Miss 
Conway's performance stands out and 
she proves herself deserving of far bigger 


opportunity. Mise Holliday donbles in 
the last act as a deaf-mute and her 
pantomime is well executed. Patricia 


Barron, as a fallen woman, does a neat 
bit in this same scene, and the larce 
group that makes up the crowd for the 
ensembles is quite satisfactory and adds 
to the general tonality of the production.

It is too regrettable that a legitimate 
theater and a group of professional play- 
ers should be so degraded, that a paying 
public should be so subjected! Neverthe- 
less the Countess of ‘Cathcart and her 
Ashes of Love have been allowed to 
flaunt and the black mark must be ac- 
cepted. 

Giving more recognition than is de- 
served, the Countess is an actress and a 
Playwright only in the most technical 
sense. The inane writing which she has 
labeled a play is a dull narration of a 
parallel to her own life. A woman, mar- 
ried to a man much older than herself, 
elopes with her lover. They go to South 
Africa, he deserts her and she returns 
to her home. Her husband asks her 
to return as the mother of their child. 
That is all there is to the story and it 
is told uneventfully. The dialog is banal. 
The characters are lifeless and utterly 
absurd. The Countess tries to act the 
role of her own self. She does not make 
excuses for her moral turpitude. She 
simply sketches it coldly with the ap- 
parent thought that the world is inter- 
ested. It is despicable, and still worse 
it is very poorly done. 

The first-nigcht auditors did their best 
to laugh both the piece and the Countess 
off the stage. Raucous guffaws greeted 
every few lines. Rude perhaps. but in 
a sense the audience was justified. It 
was all so awful that it could hardly be 


taken seriously. The supporting cast put 
up a loyal fight at first, but finally 
several of them succumbed to the spirit 
of the house and joined in the “kidding”. 
They could hardly be blamed. In fact, 
one might suspect that the majority of 
the support, including decidedilw the ac- 
complished actor who staged the atrocity 
and the sensitive artist who laid out the 
settings, must have entered into the pro- 
duction with their tongues in their cheeks 
and a purpose to buffoon. 

Even the lessees of the National Thea- 
ter had let out the house over the head 
of the Countess and great billboards an- 
nouncing a new attraction for the follow- 
ing Monday greeted the playgoers as they 
filed into the lobby to buy seats or pre- 
sent passes for her premiere. 

Taking everything into consideration 
the participators in the exhibition can 
hardly be judged theatrically. The sooner 


the whole affair is forgotten the better 

it will be for the theater and the respect

His girl turns u She 
is determined not only to be his wits, put 
his drug business on its feet and beget 
him “the white house on the hill’ to live 
in, but she is also set on playing first 
fiddle in the quartet. Her determination 
is backed by a belief in Universal Mind 
and metaphysics. Her “Thoughts” win 
all_in the end. 

The three old musicians apparently 
have been cast with more of an eve given 
to their ability to handle a bow than the 
characterizations. Erskine Sanford, in the 
part of the ambitious young man’s father, 
is Mr. Pim all over again. Unfortunately 
this play does not call for his old role. 
Arthur Donaldson is very amateurish in 
both his reading and his movements as 
the gruff cellist. He entirely misses the 
comedy in the part and does not once 
register the value of his amusing com- 
mand to “Shut up” which he is called 
upon to deliver periodically. Phil Bishop. 
playing the third of the cronies, is more 
convincing than the others, but he is 
inclined to burlesque. 

Pierre Gendron is a little too childish 
as the aspiring young man who would 
put Clausen’'s te store on the map. He 
rises to the occasion of the climax scene 
at the end of the second act, however, 
and gives a good performance from then 
on. Harry Lyons very much overplays 
the role of a rival druggist. 

The two women in the piece stand out. 
Ethel Strickland, as a wasted middle- 
aged aunt grown old before her time who 
takes a new lease on life with the an- 
Dlication of New Thought, is capital, and 
Lillian Ross plays the go-getter young 
girl with the cosmic convictions for all 
it is worth. Miss Ross really gives a 
star performance and deserves to he 
featured if the piece finds the public that 
there surely is for it somewhere. She 
makes her character live and ft is not an 
easy task. 

The single setting is appropriate and 
skil'fully executed. What's the Big Idea?

This latest drama to reach the New 
York stage from the dripping pen of the 


fel, is even more obscure and unintelli- 
gible than his Goat Song, so recently 
presented by the Theater Guild. Word 
from abroad assures that the theme ané 
characters in Schweiger are bigger ané 
broader in meaning than the elements of 
Werfel’s previous play. Inasmuch as the 
average playgoer could make little of 
Goat Song, it is extremely doubtful that 
many will be able to digest this piece 
at the Mansfield. And those who can 
will not overrelish the mastication, for 
Schweiger 1s if anything more cantinu 
ously unpleasant. 

This Austrian dramatist’s sincerity ts 
certain but his intentions are abnormal 
His symbolical characters, tho they 
vividly impress the perturbation of th 
war's aftermath, are so diseased to their 
very roots that they and their anguish 
are too much for tasteful consumptior 
~ | wholesome people. The world is fu 
of a great many things that need hardly 
be held up before our eyes when to se 
will be of no help. Werfel is poetic, tho 
savagely, and he occasionally finds 
piercing beauty. If his interests were 
only not quite so dark he would move 
his public instead of just making them 
squirm. 

In Schweiger Werfel has covered 4 
powerful melodrama with a thick coat: 
ing of long speeches and many reveries 
He is more concerned with his spiritua! 
implications than with any story, but 
what tale is discernible is of a man who 
is brought to realize, after years of for 
getfulness thru administered mesmerism, 
that he fired a gun into a group of schoo! 
children durin~ an insane moment. His 
hypnotic physician assures him that his 
brain has been cured and sealed in the 
interim and he got a chance to make 
atonement for the childlife he has taken 
by heroically rescuing a similar grou 
o children from a_ burning river 
steamer. But his peace is in the end 
destroyed with his wife’s revelation that 
the child she was to bear for their very 
own is not to be after all. She has had 
it removed because she feared heredity 
Shattered once more, he is about to fire 
again into a crowd which has come t 
cheer him for his bravery in boarding 
the flaming boat and saving tts precious 
cargo. A scream from his wife makes 
him leap from the window to his ow! 
death instead. 

Much of this morbid story is revealed 
in talk, seeming y endless talk, and it | 
all mixed up with politics, anti-Seml- 
tism, spiritualism and medica] treatises. 
This panorama of the times, for which 
the play itself is merely a means, clearly 
shows the genius of Werfel. He hay 
perceived, apparently with remarkable 
breadth, the conditions and inner feelings 
of Austria in that post-war period. Un- 
fortunately his translation js abstruse and 
the general public has not the capacity 
to see beyond the reality of the char 
acters as expressing simply figures in the 
melodrama. 

In the present production the script has 
evidently been taken in full. It could 
stand cons'derable cutting and the di- 
rection could be more pointed for the 
sake of clarity. P 

The players in the cast interpret the'r 
roles realistically and completely miss 
the symbolical significance which it 
would seem Werfel meant his characters 
to express. However, judging them ifn 
the manner in which they played, Ben- 
Ami is interesting In the title role of the 
man whose great spiritual power and 
leadership over men is so dominated bY 
the moments of insanity in his past. Bu 


Ben-Ami appears to restrain overmuch 
Only occasionally does he emerge wit! 
the inner man of his character. In his 


effort to show the coolness of Schweiger 
he loses some of the depth, and where 
emotion is called for he does not display 
quite as full art as he ts known to bé 
capable of. Ann Harding plays the wife 
admirably, for it is a difficult part of

The Shuberts 


’ ONDON, March 12.—Rumors of a 
most contradictory kind are afloat in 
theatrical circles concerning the at- 

titude of the Shuberts to their big specu- 
Jation in the London dramatic field. So 
far there is no gonfirmation of any of 
the alarms which/have been sounded. But 
the departure of J. J. Shubert from Lon- 
don has been taken as a portent of an 
early reversal of the Shuberts’ decision 
to exploit the London stage in the whole- 
hearted way which recently they bade 
fair to do. 

It will be remembered that on a pre- 
vious occasion the Shuberts entered the 
lists here with much sounding of trumpets 
and departed without any salute of guns, 
and it may be that this previous venture 


is responsible for a good deal of the 
speculation and conclusion drawing 
which is now going on. The Student 


Prince has certainly not fulfilled the ex- 
pectations of the American management. 
But I hear that it is proposed to transfer 
this piece to a theater where popular 
prices reign and to leave His Majesty’s 
open for another production. It is also 
stated that certain of their projected pro- 
ductions are likely to be delayed if not 
canceled and meantime, as I say, Jake 
Shubert has returned home. I hear also 
that certain of the theaters controlled by 
this group are for lease to any comers 
who may be provided with the necessary 
capital. 


Policy Would Pay 


As I said in my letter of January 9, the 
Shuberts with their vast theatrical in- 
terests on your side would certainly find 
it profitable, and in every advan- 
tageous, to adopt in London olicy of 
encouragement and development regard- 
ing dramatic schemes here involving the 
brains and ability of many of our im- 
presarios, authors, musicians and so on 
who find themselves crippled by the chaos 
and conservatism of British theatrical 
finance. It is cheap to experiment in 
London when one considers the cost of 
experiment in New York. Besides the 
English theager has proved over and over 
again that if is producing a large num- 
ber of dramatists, actors and actresses as 
well as producers whose wares are well 
worth international exploitation. [ very 
sincerely hope that this management wil! 
turn its attention to this undoubted 
harvest in preference to beating an ig- 
nominious retreat.

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SMALL-TIME VAUDE. 
NEARING ITS END 


Fally Markus Says Panic Is on. 
With Crash Coming by 
Next Season 


New York, March 27.—Basing his 

opinions on the present trend in the in- 
dependent booking field, in which he is a 
leader, Fally Markus thinks the end of 
small-time (independent) vaudeville is 
not far off. Mr. Markus says a panic is 
now starting that will cause grave con- 
cern to bookers and acts by the time next 
season rolls around. He predicates his 
assertions chiefly on the conditions af- 
fecting the average small-time theater 
playing acts and the fact that, in the 
past two years, there has been more than 
a 35 per cent decrease in the number 
of houses using this type of entertain- 
ment along with the pictures. 
Mr. Markus pointed out a large num- 
ber of theaters that formerly played 
vaudeville but have dropped this feature 
of their programs owing to the narrow 
margin of profit on which they operate, 
or the loss, as the case may be, and 
also. directed attention to the many 
thriving towns in New York, New Jersey, 
Long Island and New England States 
that have no vaudeville theater at all. 

“A large number of houses formerly 
Playing films only try vaudeville acts 
every season.” declared Mr. Markus, 
“but the number that retain the poliey 


for any length of time is small. They 
have found in most cases that loading 
the operating expense with vaudeville 


acts has resulted in just that much of 
a loss and return to their former motion 
picture policies.” 

In backing up his predictions Mr 
Markus stated that there wasn’t an inde- 
pendent vaudeville house in the East that 
would not sell out if a fair figure was 
offered for the property and that this is 
cue in part to the lack of progress in 
the vaudeville field during the past five 
years. 

Mr. Markus maintains the acts are the 
same, worse if anything in the way of 
eutertainment value, as they were five 
years ago, but refuses to concede that 
the advent of so-called motion picture 
house presentations is responsible for the 
coming panie, declaring these presenta- 
tions in the smaller film houses to be 
“only vaudeville by another name”. 

In addition Mr. Markus holds that 
present conditions do not permit the thea- 
ter owner to spend money for these added 
features, as the houses operating with 
motion pictures only are having a hard 
time keeping themselves on the credit sid 
of the ledger. This is caused in part by 
the fact that motion picture producers 
retail their own product, the independent 
booking agent stated. 

In the territory stretching from Bos- 
ton to Pittsburgh and from Buffalo to 
Raltimore there are not more than 49 
theaters now playing so-called presenta- 
tions, added attractions and the like, ac- 
cording to Mr. Markus. and several of 
these are booked by vaudeville agents.

A fair enough bill this week that bene- 
fits considerably by the presence of two 
really novel acts, those of Saranoff and 
Cal afid Ethel Norris and Company, and 
William Ebs. The latter’s act had little 
trouble in fooling even the most blase of 
Broadway’s theatergoers. The feature 
film, The Merry Widow, stars John Gil- 
bert and Mae Murray. 

Katherine Sinclair and Company, two 
men and a girl. open with a balancing 
and acrobatic offering that displays plen- 
ty of skill, but hardly anything originals 
the way of youtine. The huskier of the 
men was the understander in every case, 
the little fellow doing some somersaults 
and landing on his colleague’s shoulders 
The double somersaults in particular got 
a most encouraging hand The woman 
did little more than serve to help the lit-

Barry and Rollo, two pretty girls, en- 
tertain with a pleasant enough song rou- 
tine, one holding forth at the piano, as 
well as joining in the duets. There is a 
novelty medley that scores easily, as does 
the piano solo. A few gags are inter- 
spersed, some of which were actually 
funny. 

William Ebs followed with a novel act 
that got a terrific hand at its conclusion. 
From the beginning until almost the fin- 
ish the act seemed to be a straight ven- 
triloquial turn. As such, it got across 
nicely. Ebs has a neat appearance and 
he manipulated his dummy _ expertly 
enough. What helped the act a great deal 
Was the line of dialog between him and 
his protege. The gags were all laugh- 
getters, even tho a few were oldtimers. 
But in the end, it evolved that he wasn’t 
a ventriloquist after all, for there was a 
midget hidden under the table lamp who 
was doing all the talking that the audi- 
ence took it for granted was being done 
by Ebs himself.

With Percy Grainger, concert pianist; Elsie Janis, inimitable mimic, and 
Will Mahoney, irrepressible comic, heading the bil! for Holy Week, the worst in 
the year, the slimness of patronage should not be felt here as keenly as in other 
theaters. This trio sets up a terrific inducement to those who attend theaters in 
spite of Holy Week. On the whole the show is just a trifle above fair despite the 
headliners. Holdovers are in the majority this week, including Miss Janis. Lina 
Basquette and Wallace, Cappo Brothers and Pastor. The latter hardly justified 
being given a second week. 

A number exuding the Easter spirit, with the Hippodrome girls decked out 
as rabbits, and including a trapeze specialty by a Miss Paula (first nama not 
given), sent the bill off to a weak start. 


Wallace, Cappo Brothers and Pastor, quartet of eccentric hoofers, were 
cast in the deuce spot as a sort of introduction to the offering of Bobby McLean, 
champion ice skater, whose appearance was preceded by a rather long trailer in 
which he was shown winning a few medals at various meets. McLean skated 
about the stage in a virile manner, exhibiting several strokes familiar to his sport. 
He also did some fancy skating. Proving his ability to skate at break-neck 
speed is matked as much by agility as physique. 


The team of Frank and Townes, the latter being Harriet Townes, who 
was formerly with Tom Patricola, followed in a comedy offering that fared favor- 
ably but might have cut its running time for a house like the Hippodrome. The 
act, in the first place, is not the kind that is built particularly for this vacuous 
house, and, therefore, loses some of its comedy. _Frank plays well the part of a 
bucolic swain, and has material that is some above the average. The team dances 
for the windup, featuring in tap work. 


Percy Grainger was on next. He received an ovation on his entrance, 
but did not get the enthusistic reception at the finish that should have been his. 
He opened with a Hungarian fantasy by Lizt, using a Duo-Art Steinway piano 
which at intervals played mechanically staccato parts of the selection. This Liszt 
number was written for piano and orchestra, and, consequently, gave the pit 
organization here more to do than usual. It strove to valiantly hold its own. and, con- 
sidering the character of the orchestra, did fairly well. Grainger’s second number 
was Juha Dance, by Dett. an encore piece, and his third number Turkey in the 
Straw, during which the piano played mechanically every other bar, with Grainger 
taking up quickly where it left off. On one occasion he was a beat or two late, 
but otherwise the number was well done and effective. The final number was 
Grainger’s own composition, Country Garden, for which he used the theater’s 
piano. Grainger’s fine touch and digital fleetness was in evidence thruout his 
performance, but his use of the mechanical piano for reasons unknown served to 
detract rather than to interest. One number would have been enough with this 
experiment, and the best of the four would have been Turkey in the Straw. 


Lina Basquette, in her second week here, closed the first half, getting 
across nicely in her tasteful dance offering. 


The Pasquali Brothers opened intermission in their smooth as silk 
acrobatic turn, drawing one of the biggest hands of the afternoon. They have 
an excellent sense of balance and work with a grace that is compelling. 


Elsie Janis followed. This week she offers imitations of Ethel Barrymore 
singing a Sophie Tucker song, of Fanny Brice as Peter Pan, Jeanne Eagels in 
a song she might have sung, George M. Cohan, John Barrymore, the late Mme. 
Sarah Bernhardt and the inimitable Will Rogers. Her mimicry of John Barrymore 
as Hamlet is still her best. The Jeanne Eagles imitation might have been more 
effective had Miss Janis sung Wabash Blues, the number that went with the 
Tlay Rain, instead of the song she did. 

Will Mahoney had 'em in the aisle, figuratively speaking, in the next- 
to-closing spot. He opened with a new number, then swung into that knockout 
ditty, She’s My Lilly, and wound up with his sure-fire comedy dancing, which he 
— up to a mighty finish. One of vaudeville’s best comedians, this Mahoney 
chap. 

A flash of merit, called “Spanish Dreams”, brought the proceedings to a 
standstill. The Hurtado Brothers’ Marimba Orchestra of seven pieces, Warren 
Jackson. Alberto Gale and Nita are the featured members. The Marimba Band, 
if memory serves, was formerly with Trini, Spanish dancer» and Jackson, who 
sings and dances a few steps, was an erstwhile member of Blossom Seeley’s act. 
All members of Spanish Dreams disport themselves in an entertaining manner, not 
the least of these being the bandsmen, who pound out pleasant and exotic music 
on their instruments. The offering held the patrons nicely and scored without 
cifficulty. ROY CHARTIER.

The two feature attractions and the 
two flash acts at the Majestic this week 
are of a similar nature, both offerings 
introduced by chaps in sailor unifor: 
and both dealing with people encountered 
in world travel. The actual acts are en- 
tirely away from each other and this 
slight conflict is therefore of little im- 
portance. 

The Sarasottas opened the second show 
and duplicated their recent success at 
the Palace Music Hall, accomplishing 
balancing tricks in unusual pyramid 
formations and getting almost entirely 
away from the _ usual hand-balancing 
efforts.

The unique billing of “For the kiddies 
of every age” is used for Gautier’s Ani- 
mated Toyshop, which includes among its 
tovs four Shetland ponies and a few dogs. 
The Shetlands are placed on stands, hobby- 
horses and the like, giving them the ap- 
pearance of toys suddenly come to life. 
The hobbvhorse, by means of a wire from 
the wings, is rocked to and fro, with 
the pony holding his balance and remain- 
ing as still as possible during the stunt. 
The wire used in rocking the hobbvhorse 
should be better concealed than it was 
to add to the effect of the bit. Other 
ponies are on runners and swings. These 
are also manipulated with the animals 
aboard. 

The Shetlands have been well trained 
and do ali their stunts with very little 
prodding. A number of dogs also take 
part in the toy-shop offering. One walks 
out, human like. dressed from head to 
foot as a young man, and mounts a toy 
pony that is pulled off the stage with the 
eanine rider up.

_ An act that is just about good enough 
for small-time houses—and nothing more. 
The card sleights are typical parlor magic 
tricks and the accompanying patter is of 
the same caliber. 

Opening with a demonstration of sev- 
eral different ways of shuffling a pack 
of cards he proceeds to work the chang- 
ing of the top card’s color and suit stunt. 
He also works the “sucker” gag, one of 
the boys in the box obligingly falling for 
his preliminary obvious and purposeful 
bungling of the first palm. . 

His best bet is the trick of making 
cards “‘pass’’ from one boy’s hand to the 
hand of another at the other side of the 
Stage. The two young boys worked in 
such a way that one couldn't guess 
whether they were plants or not—and 
they were therefore a contributing factor 
to the act’s success after a fashion. How- 
ever, walloping one of the boys from be- 
hind the curtain is small time and very 
much so. For closing the magician pro- 
duces a fiock of cards and a string of 
“hot dogs” from the boy’s person. 


The line of patter is occasionally 
amusing, but is more often inclined to 
be impertinent. Consistent with the 


small-time nature of the act he employs 
the old line of talk to coax applause out 
of the audience. 

Sleights are all very well in a magic 
act, when they are part of a routine that 
includes something more. But when they 
comprise the offering almost exclusively 
it is hard for such an act to get over to 
more than a courteous hand. With all the 
exposing going on in different periodicals, 
and with the increasing number of parlor 
magicians, the palming of cards, and 
tricks that too obviously depend upon 
such palming, are almost predestined to 
be indifferently received. 

This magician has an engaging person- 
ality, and a nice appearance. He works 
smoothly and expertly. With the addi- 
tion of some more mystifying stunts to 
his routine and a whittling down of his 
patter he would have an act admirably 
suited to the deuce spot of any neichbor- 
hood bill.

But 
in the memory of veterans in the busi- 
ness no such wholesale attempt has ever 
previously been recorded. 

It apparently mattered little to the 
leader in question that, if he proved 
successful in his attempt to engage the 
men for his own combination, he would 
virtually shatter an organization that 
took no little time to build up and would 
practically compe! the director of the 
orchestra to relinquish his hold on a 
most desirable job. 

This is by no meens the first time that 
such a situation has occurred. To one in 
the business it is surprisin that as 
powerful a body as the musicians’ union 
finds itself, apparently, powerless to 
check the evil, which has assumed such 
proportions that, as one leader recently 
declared, it hardly pays to assemble a 
competent aggregation, for if another so 
chooses he can break it up at one fell 


stroke.

New York, March 27.—Ansky’s play 
The Dybbuk, recently popularized by th: 
production at the Ne ighborhood Play- 
house, breaks out as the center of at- 
tention once more. Edward A. Relkin 
has obtained the English rights to the 
Yiddish Art Theater version, which ha-~ 
been on display at the Nora Bayes 
Theater up to a week ago, and as soon 
as the translation has been made he will 
put it into rehearsal for a showing on 
Broadway. Maurice Schwartz, of the Yid- 
dish Art Theater, will direct the English 
version for Relkin and it will open. ac- 
cording to present plans, in Philadelphia 
about the first day of May with a New 
York engagement to immediately follow. 
The Yiddish Players meanwhile are pre- 
Paring to take their version on tour and 
may also accept an invitation of the 
Soviet government to present the piece 
in Petrograd and Moscow during the com- 
ing summer, 

The Shuberts are now casting a special 
company to present in Chicago and on the 
road the version being used by the Neigh- 
borhoed Playhouse. Helen Chandler was 
offered the principal feminine role but 
she has turned it down and it is now 
said that the part will be given to Carroll 
McComas. Jerome Lawler will have an 
important role. Rehearsals have already 
started at the Jolson Theater. 

The Dybbuk continves as part of the 
repertoire now being offered at the Neigh- 
borhood. At present it is being presented at 
the Grand Street playhouse on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday evenings and on 
Wednesday afternoons, the balance of the 
week being given over to the offering of 
the new triple bill of three lyric dramas. 
After May 9% a third production will 
share the weeks with the current offer- 
ings. The Dybbuk continnes to be a 
complete selHout at the Neighborhood. 

Helen Arthur, of the Neighborhood 
Playhouse, said yesterday that her or- 
ganization holds a contract with the 
Ansky Committee, which controls all of 
Ansky’s works, giving the Neighborhood 
all English rights to The Dybbuk. In 
the absence of a copyright agreement 
between this country and Russia, how- 
ever, Miss Arthur was unable to say 
whether other productions couJd be stop- 


ed. 

’ Arthur Hammerstein, it is now dis- 
closed, has for some time been going 
ahead with plans for producing the play 
as an operetta next season with Mary 
Ellis in the same role she is now playing 
at the Neighborhood Playhouse. When 
informed that Relkin was preparing an- 
other English version for Broadway and 
that the Ansky Committee could not 
guarantee him exclusive rights, Ham- 
merstein immediately wired Rudolph 
Friml, now on the Coast, to stop all work 
on the score.

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Moroni Olsen Players 


(Editor’s Note: The Moroni Olsen 
Players, during their three years’ exist. 
ence, have grown to be one of the best 
known repertoire companies in the United 
States. More than that, the company’s 
fame is international, and the following 
story of the organization's achiev: ment. 
written by Byron Foulger, one of the 
original members of the company, is an 
exceptionally interesting one.) 


By BYRON FOULGER 


Three years ago a new dramatic ex. 
periment was started in that great terri. 
tory north of Salt Lake City, 
the Rocky Mountains and the 
Ocean. 

The Moroni Olsen Players, an organ- 
ization of experienced actors, directed by 


between 
Pacific 


Moroni Olsen, planned the first circuit 
repertory theater. Five plays were to be 
given, one following the other at four- 
week intervals. The plays were all to 


be of merit and distinction, and the play- 
ers were men and women willing to place 
art and beauty first. 

Fifteen towns in Washington, Idaho, 
Utah and Oregon were visited, and the 
plays presented were Candida, Ambush, 
Jane Clegg, Mr Pim Passes By and 
Beyond the Horizon. 

The company made contracts for the 
season with individuals, organizations, 
colleges, community groups and like 
associations. Ag the end of a season of 
more than enthusiastic press notices the 
show was asked to revisit all the towns, 
and at once ad@ed 15 more. 

The second year the organization pre- 
sented three plays, Kempy, You and J 
and The Taming of the Shrew. Before 
the time for new contracts arrived the 
show was asked to return the next year 
with whatever plays it chose to offer 
Again 15 more towns were added, so that 
in 1925-'26, presenting Shaw's Pygmalion, 
St. John Ervine’s The Ship and Paul 
Kester’s Friend Hannah, these pioneers 
are playing 45 towns in the States of 
Montana, Idaho, Utah, Washington and 
Oregon. 

The reason for such happy success? 

First, the financial astuteness dis- 
played. In each community the contract 
was for only a minimum guarantee to 
cover expenses of production, travel and 
only the most essential added overhead, 
including living salaries for members of 
the company. 

Consider the opportunities given each 
city. The company made money for 
other people. Scholarships, hospitals, en- 
dowments, all sorts of good cheer became 
possible for the clubs or organizations 
sponsoring it. For the organization 
played to crowded houses, making friends 
in every city. In Tacoma, Seattle, Boise, 
Butte, Portland and in Sait Lake City, 
to mention only a few of the towns where 
it won admirers, the newspapers gave it 
favorable criticism and sincere praise. 

As with the great dramatic master, so 
with these pioneers, always “the play's 
the thing”. Each member of the com- 
pany works for a perfect ensemble. Each 
will sacrifice any detail of his or her part 
to make a more perfect whole. Also, 
each will play any part, however minor 
that part may be, if the director assigns 
it. For there are no stars. The players 
satisfy that instinct by the way they 
perform their extra duties. And under 
these conditions some of the players have 
worked together eight years. q 

Moroni Olsen is best known in New 
York for his work in the classic and 
Greek dramas. He was associated with 
Margaret Anglin and Maurice Browne in 
The Medea, Trial of Jeanne d’Arc, The 
Iphigenia, Mr. Faust and Candida, 

Janet Young, who has charge of the 
booking and contracts, is also an actress 
with Broadway experience. The same is 
true of Byron Foulger, who writes pub- 
licity, keeps the accounts, etc. Joseph 
Williams has charge of the staging and 
carpentry, and Dorothy Adams and Leora 
Thatcher assist in other details of pro- 
duction, props, etc., as does Gordon Nel- 
son, a@ new member this season. These 
seven people constitute the permarient 
nucleus of the acting force of the com- 
pany. New members for additional roles, 
when required, are selected from the big 
list of applicants in the territory that 
Mr. Olsen now has. 

One well-chosen factor in this adven- 
ture is the time interval between plays. 
Eugene, Ore., for instance, sees the com- 
pany in October. 

When the Players return, about two 
months later, their work has become 4 
community enterprise.

The third time 
their welcome is even more extended and

There is little or no change in the pro- 
dnuetion. Due to the exit of Balle Stanley 
and the Carmin Sisters and the entry of 
their successors, Jacques Wilson and Marik 
Hart, there is a slight change in the pres- 
entation. 

Jacques Wilson, billed as Miss Bur- 
lesque, is sufficiently well known to every- 
one in burlesque to require no description 
Suffice it to say that Jacques is more per- 
sonally attractive than ever. She appears 
to good advantage in a table scene with 
Comique Steppe, in which they both evoke 
laughter and applause for their clean and 
clever comedy and encores for their 
dancing exit. 

Jacques distinguishes herself in other 
scenes with other principals. This is 
especially applicable to an artist studio 
scene with Owen Martin, in which Jacques 
makes an admirable flash of her slender 
symmetrical form as an artist model and 
in a Hawaiian scene as a Hula dancer 
In a singing specialty. in one, she was 
rewarded with repeated encores. 

Marie Hart, a winsome, ever-smiling 
bobbed blonde, appeared to good advan- 
tage in several comedy scenes, leading 
numbers, and in a specialty in the guis« 
of a juvenile sailor a la Etta Pillard, dur- 
ing which she sang in a sweetly modulated 
voice and danced a la acrobatic for num- 
erous encores. 

Owen Martin, one of burlesque’s best 
straightmen; Vic Casmore, character 
straightman; Rube Walman. whistling 
specialist and straight in scenes; Mabel 
Reflow, blond ingenue singer and dancer; 
Solly Hite, juvenile dancer; H'lda Blier, 
Charleston toe-daacing specialist; Hilja 
Iivonnen, contortional acrobatic dancing 
specialist, and George McClennon, the 
colored clarinet-playing comedy dancing 
specialist, individually and collectively re- 
peated their previous successes.

There is little or no change in the pro- 
duetion. Due to the exit of Balle Stanley 
and the Carmin Sisters and the entry of 
their successors, Jacques Wilson and Marie 
Hart, there is a slight change in the pres- 
entation. 

Jacques Wilson, billed as Miss Bur- 
lesque, is sufficiently well known to every- 
one in burlesque to require no description. 
Suffice it to say that Jacques is more per- 
sonally attractive than ever. She appears 
to good advantage in a table scene with 
Comique Steppe, in which they both evoke 
laughter and applause for their clean and 
clever comedy and encores for their 
dancing exit. 

Jacques distinguishes herself in other 
scenes with other principals. This is 
especially applicable to an artist studio 
scene with Owen Martin, in which Jacques 
makes an admirable flash of her slender 
symmetrical form as an artist mode! and 
in a Hawaiian scene as a Hula dancer 
In a singing specialty, in one, she was 
rewarded with repeated encores. 

Marie Hart, a winsome, ever-smilinc

Hk problem of retaining the interest 
of the rising generation in the 
legitimate theater despite the com- 
petition of low-priced vaudeville and mo- 
tion pictures and vaudeville has always 
interested Equity. <A suggestion as to 
how this may be accomplished has been 
offered by Cecil Ferguson, with the Mc- 
Neill Players in Rockford, Til. 

“There is a constant wail 
legitimate stage is passing. Insofar as 
‘the young people of the present age 
are concerned it has already passed,” 
wrote Mr. Ferguson. “And they will con- 
Stitute the theater-going public of to- 
morrow.” 

“Due to the lower admission prices the 
moving picture theaters, vaudeville thea- 
ters and other places of amusement have 
drawn the young people completely away 
from the legitimate theater. I am not 
against any of these forms of amusement. 
but I am for the legitimate theater I 
feel that it has something value to 
offer them today the same as it did 25 
or 50 years ago. Working from that 
angle I find that it is possible to gain 
the co-operation of the schools and of 


that the 


of 


people who otherwise would not be in- 
terested in any theatrical enterprise. 
“Why not start a national movement 
to bring the young people’ into the 
legitimate theater by making especially 
low prices for children and for high- 
schoo] students or by running special 


matinees for them. That price would not 
necessarily have to be as low as the ad- 
mission to other forms of theatrical en- 
tertainment, but it should be low enough 
to compete on an almost equal basis. 


“The immediate profit might not be in 
evidence but I believe that it is the 
surest way of building a public for the 
legitimate theater of tomorrow. 

“An action such as I have outlined 
above would be sure to enlist the sym- 
pathy and aid of educated people and of 
civic and literary and women’s organiza- 
tions thruout the country. 

“A manager might say that he was 
playing to capacity business and could 
not afford to sell seats to young people 
at a lower price. In that case, I think 
that the right idea would be to set aside 
80 many gseats—make the special low 
price—and say that you're dealing in fu- 
tures. IT think that stock companies, in 
particular, would find that the idea would 
work out very well. 

“If, however, each manager is selfish 
and unwilling to do anything to educate 
the young people then we might as well 
say that the legitimate theater will zo 
on losing its hold.”

When motion pictures and tent shows 
clash for the patronage of a small town 
the picture interests do not confine their 
bids for support to the quality of their 
offerings or the prices at which thev are 
offered. The tactics employed by one 2f 
them in a little town in Minnesota was 
related to Equity by an interested ob- 
server, not himself a member of the as- 
Sociation, 

“A man in one of our Minnesota towns 
owns both picture houses. He has felt 
the pressure of the tent shows during the 
Summer and here is the way he is going 
to try and solve it. He says he is going 
to the city fathers and get them to keep 
out the tent shows with the understand- 
ing that he will let traveling shows into 
one of his houses. That looks good on 
the face of it and no doubt the city 
fathers will see it his way and act ac- 
cordingly 

“But the

many places In the first place the 
summer is not much good for house 
shows. Even the movies do little busi- 
ness in the summer months. And with- 
out tent shows over the country there 
will be no need for a theater when there 
are no shows to play it. In the second 
place this manager will not care to play 
a show and make less than he now makes 
with pictures and the percentage he can 
offer under those conditions will not be 
rge enough for any show to get by on. 
N\nowing human nature, one can only 
‘ise that he will be more than happy 

f no road shows ever do turn up to :ut 
movie patronage. Movie men 
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know there is a demand for the spoken 
drama and they are not going to supply 
that demand at their own expense. Cer- 
tain other managers have held out this 
same hope to road’ shows, as I have 
written you, and then they make it im- 


possible for road shows to book their 
houses.”

beautiful serenity was a source of pleas- 
ure 

\ sense of humor is divine grace in 
Eastern philosophy, and Kalidasa’s play 
ix richiy relieved of puritan narrowness 
in this respect Mathavya (J. Russell 


Burbank) is jester and companion to the 
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King. His comedy is not outbursting, but 
it is keen in its wisdom and observation 
of human incidents. Mr. Burbank’s sharp 
senses and mental alertness in his powers 
of speech were adroitly amusing as a comic 
reflection of his master’s moods. Mrs. Ed- 
ward Holton James, as matron of th: 
Hermitage, has a voice of rich timber in 
the low modulation of motherly guidance. 

Donald Childers, as Durvasa, who curses 
Sakuntala, was slightly overcarefu! of his 
diction, his final consonants on “and”, 
“man”, etc., tending to run into “ander” 
and ‘“manner’’—an_ elocutionary fault. 
Louis John Latzer (courtesy of the Lenox 
Hill Company) played the part of Kanwa, 
the father, with a largeness of spirit, dig- 
nified and impressive. Mr. Latzer's pre- 
vious work has never showed the glowing 
music and expanding volume of his voice 
But a slight intoning of his speech, ap- 
propriate to his conception of Kanwa, pro- 
duced an effect of fine music in the kindly 
beneficence of old age. 

George Auerbach (courtesy of the 
American Laboratory Theater) brought a 
clarion note and a noble levitation in the 
carriage of the body to the part of Matali, 
the celestial charioteer. As one of the 
final characters in the play who comes to 
conduct the wandering lover King to 
celestial regions Mr. Auerbach brought 
the angelic note of promised hope and vic- 
tory. In some of bis earlier parts Mr. 
Auerbach has been afflicted by a staccato- 
like riveting of words syllable by syllable, 
but his spirit has expanded and his body 
freed itself under the mantle of Matali. 
which represents better work than any- 
thing he has done at his permanent the- 
atrical residence. There is a-sustained 
power in his voice and an eloquence of 
body that denotes the spiritual addition. 

This inspired play was given as a char- 
ity, but it deserves thanks as a public 
service. 


It is impossible to drop Sakuntaia with- 
out suggesting how eternal are great 
themes of the drama. Kalidasa (1,600 
years ago) and Franz Werfel in Schweiger 
(Ben-Ami’s play at the Mansfield Theater, 
New York) say pretty nearly the same 
thing and in very much the same symbols. 
The ancient poet of India “teaches us that 
the love of man and woman is not beau- 
tiful, not lasting, not fruitful so long as

it is self-centered, so long as it does not 


beget goodness, so long as it does not 
diffuse itself im society over son and 
daughter, guests and neighbors.” After 


the voluntary marriage of Sakuntala and 
the King the thoughtless, pleasure-seek- 
ing King is deprived of his memory of 
Sakuntala. Great suffering to both follow 
from this punishment. But out of this 
suffering the selfishness is burned away 
and real love born. 

In Werfel’s play Schweiger is “lone- 
ly”, and in his loneliness he becomes a 
danger to society, a maniac with a re- 
volver in his hand who shoots at children, 
By medical hypnotism he is made into 
a new personality, Schweiger instead of 
Forster, and under the inspiration of love 
in the person of his wife he becomes a 
great spiritual force, a magnetic person- 
ality to all who meet him. The perfect 
realization of this spiritual union is to be 
the birth of a child. But the wife learns 
of the demon that possessed her husband 
during the illness that he has “forgotten”. 
Fear overtakes her, and after an absence 
she comes back to say that the child will 
never be born. This and other reminders 
of his life as Forster press down on the 
spiritual longings of the new man. Again 
he is “alone”’—just I am I—and again, at 
the final curtain, with revolver in hand, he 
leaps out of the window as Forster the 
maniac and falls to his death. But his 
good neighbor, the _ spiritualist, says 
“Schweiger is not dead, he IS.” Here in 
these two plays are the same “blind” 
forces of human nature seeking union. 
In the India play we see the union per- 
fected. In Werfel’s play of today we see 
the “alone’’ man groping for needed light 
in the one he loves, but out of the weak- 
ness and fear in that light his own fear 
drives him mad.

DR. CRANDON DEFENDS 
HIS WIFE AS MEDIUM 


Husband of “Margery”? Lectures on Psychic 
y Phenomena in Boston 


Dr. L. R. G. Crandon, husband of “Mar- 
gery”, the famous medium, took to the 
lecture platform at the Copley Theater in 
Boston recently in defense of psychic 
phenomena in general and the “Margery” 
seances in particular. He undertook to 
explain to the curiousminded and the 
skeptical just why darkness and curtains 
and dim red lights only were essential to 
the proper functioning of a medium. 

“Nearly all vital processes go on in the 
dark,” he explained. “That is the case 
with brain action, with the heart beat 
and with many other bodily activities. 
Consider also the conditions needed for 
the development of photographic plate; 
darkness is a necessity for the develop- 
ment of the colored photographic plate. 

“Then, finally, back of all this, there 
comes the question as to the good of it 
all. Where does it get us? The answer 
is complete even now. The physical mani- 
festations of the seance room are real and 
valid sensorially. Once that is_estab- 
lished it must fit into man’s ultimate 
story of the universe and of his knowledge 
of the universe. 

“Psychic research has about as much 
te do with religions as with God. Never- 
theless it is going to be one of the most 
important things in religious concepts and 
beliefs. Science is bankrupt.”

After having had a place on the “un- 
fair” list of the International Alliance for 
more than two years as a result of re- 
fusal to recognize the union, the Phoenix 
Amusement Company, of Lexington, Ky., 
has cleaned the slate. Vice-President El- 
liott, of Cincinnati, was in Lexington re- 
cently for the stage hands’ cinion, and 
succeeded in signing contracts with the 
Phoenix interests, which operate the Ben 
Ali and Strand theaters here, the Alamo 
and Grand Opera House at Paris, Ky., and 
the Alhambra and Opera House at Rich- 
mond. Efforts back in 1923 to install 
union men backstage in the Phoenix 
houses in Lexington resulted in a call 
being issued. It took effect June 12, 1923, 
and has been operative since. The Phoenix 
Amusement Company is planning to play 
presentations in its Lexington houses in

the near future. 


The road calls against a number of 
theaters in Junction City, Kan., and one 
at Manhattan, under the jurisdiction of 
Junction City, have been lifted following 
satisfactory setttlement of the contro- 
versies in existence at these points for 
some time. Contracts have been signed 
and union men are at work in all houses. 
The theaters include the Cozy, City and 
Columbia at Junction City and the 
Marshall at Manhattan. They were 
placed on the “unfair” list April 18, 1925. 


Refusal of the management to recognize 
the union has resulted in issuance by the 
International Alliance of road calls against 
the Morlan Theater at Ocean City, N. J., 
a motion picture house, and the Criterion 
Theater at Tonkawa, Ok. The former is 
an operator’s controversy, the latter a 
squabble with a “mixed” union. The 
Ocean City house, under the jurisdiction 
of the Atlantic City local, goes on the 
“unfair” list of the Alliance beginning 
April 3, and the Tonkawa (Ok.) Theater, 
in the jurisdiction of Ponca City, becomes 
an “open shop” on April 5, unless a set- 
tlement of the controversies occurs in the 
meantime. 


The call against the State Theater at 
Kingston, N. Y., which became effective 
March 2, has been changed to read Or- 
pheum Theater, the wrong house having 
been designated when the call was issued. 
The Orpheum, which plays vaudeville, 
booked independent from New York, be- 
came involved in a controversy with the 
stage hands’ union some time back when 
it attempted to employ non-union men 
along with local members. 


All the railroads of this country and 
Canada have sanctioned the reduced-fare 
arrangement for delegates attending the 
forthcoming International Alliance Con- 
vention in Cleveland during the week of 
June 21. The arrangements were made 
by the union thru the Central Passenger 
Association of Chicago and entitle I. A. 
delegates to half fare on their return trip. 
This reduction will not be good for any 
delegates who should remain in Cleveland 
after June 30, when the convention will 
have closed, nor will it be good on tickets 
purchased to Cleveland prior to June 17, 
four dgys before the conclave opens. 


Efforts are being made by the Alliance 


to keep a close tab on wage and working. 


conditions in all parts of the United States 
and Canada, and to this end has requested 
its local unions to make a report to head- 
quarters furnishing this information. The 
reports were to have been in some time 
ago, but there are a number of locals that 
have not vet attended to the matter 
From the survey thru the locals, ex- 
pected to be made periodically, the Alli- 
ance will be in a position to study better 
the conditions in various parts of the 
country affecting labor and wages.

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THE DRAMATISTS WIN 


The dramatists have won their “closed- 
shop” fight. 

It was an easy victory—BECAUSE 
THE PLAYWRIGHTS HAD THE 
MORAL SUPPORT OF EQUITY. 
Without Equity on their side there 
would not have been any victory. 

Equity, however, did not have the 
moral support of the playwrights when 
the actors were fighting for a closed 
shop. In fact, the playwrights were 
openly opposed to the Equity demands 
and made no bones about threatening to 
stop writing—just as the managers 
threatened to stop producing—if the 
actors won. 

It is well to remember this.

With editors of newspa- 
pers already so quick to suspect every- 
thing a press agent says—even when it 
is honest and legitimate—this “wising 
up” is not calculated to make the going 
any easier. That, of course, doesn’t 
bother Mr. Reichenbach. 

It is taken for granted that Liberty 
was “in on it” when printing the ar- 
ticles. If it wasn’t, Mr. Reichenbach 
certainly put over another of his 
“stunts”. The truth may come out some 
day—in another “confession” !

A proof of the success of the pageant 


as agar to fairs.can well be attested 
by the fact that five years ago there 
were not more than 25 fairs staging 


pageants, whereas today there are more 


than 1,000 fairs which are staging 
pageants of some nature. Many of the 
large State fairs, such as Ohio, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Maine and some of 


the larger expositions, including the Cen- 
tral States Exposition, the expositions at 
Toronto and Ottawa, have found pageants 
most successful; in fact, so successful 
that the spectacular and picturesque 
pageant holds an annual and important 
place in their programs. 

The usual fair pageant is not more 
than two hours in length, and if it is a 
historical pageant it is composed of some 
7 to 12 episodes which portray step by 
step the interesting and valuable legends 
which have been treasured and handed 
down from earlier days. Interwoven with 
the historical episodes are symbolical 


episodes, embracing beautiful interpreta- 
tive dances. Fair pageants vary con- 


siderably in regard to the number in the 
cast and the cost entailed—these features 
being dependent on the size of the fair. 

If the services of one of the larger 
producing companies is used the price for 
the pageant from its beginning to its 
ompletion ranges from $800 to $10,000, 
depending upon the number of the par- 
ticipants in the performance and the 
equipment furnished for the same. 

A well-balanced and truly worth-while 
pageant can be staged for $1,200, with 
additional cost for more than two per- 
formances. If the affair is to be staged 
by a professional pageant producing or- 
ganization the above-mentioned price 
should embrace the staging of the 
pageant to the minutest detail, including 
the writing of the pageant, costuming, 
scenery, lighting and the services of the 
pageant director. Of course, the large 
exposition and State fair would require 
larger casts and additional equipment, 
this bringing the cost of the pageant 
higher in accordance with the expenses 
incurred. 

Pageants, without question, are the 
greatest of money makers—and will al- 
ways more than pay for themselves. I 
can safely say that every pageant with 
which I have been acquainted has more 
than paid for itself regardless of the 
price put out for it. , 

It has been my experience that it is 
useless and expensive for the average 
fair board to attempt its own staging of 
a pageant, inasmuch as the cost of mak- 
ing or renting the costumes, the cost 
of special lighting effects and the serve 


ices of the director and the like will 
amount to far more than the price 
charged for the pageant by professional 
directors. 

Then, too, the producing company can 
secure the greatest efficiency in the stag- 
ing of the production, taking only from 
two to three weeks for the preparation 
for the pageant, due to the fact that all 
details are systematized by trained and 
experienced directors. On the other 
hand, a local director or one not experi- 
enced in the. staging of pageants will 
find a mammoth task confronting him— 
and a task so burdened with complica- 
tions that it will require months instead 
of weeks for its working out. 

The professional directors employed by 
the large pageant producing companies 
are of the highest type, being graduates 
of recognized schools for pageantry, such 
as those conducted at Columbia, Cornell 


and other established schools of pag- 
eantry. 
The important fact must not be lost 


sight of that the pageant can be suc- 
cessfully staged by small fairs, as well 
as by large fairs. The small fairs which 
have tried pageants are among the most 
ardent of pageant boosters. Since histori- 
cal data is not lacking for any com- 
munity, and since the number in the cast 
can be as elastic as necessary the pag- 
eant for the small fair has become an 
important and necessary factor in the 
program of the pageant producing com- 
panies. 

{t is a significant fact that the general 
public has looked with favor upon the 
decided change in the type of attraction 
which the fair boards now have to offer 
in comparison with the second-rate type 
of “free acts’”’ which were so prevalent 
several years ago. 

This is a new day for the fairs. At 
last “they have come into their own.” 
This is the day of the better. cleaner and 
more progressive fair. Its offerings today, 
more than ever before, are more nearly 
typifying the purpose for which it has its 
very existence, which is. namely, a_dis- 
play of the most representative products 
in the particular community in which 
the fair is held. 

Surely the pageant which offers a 
clean and instructive type of entertain- 
ment, with a pleasant touch of sentiment 
because of its rich historic lore, fills a 
place in the present-day fair program 
which no other attraction can fill, 

To trace by means of an historical 
Pageant the evolution of a community 
from its early struggles of pioneer days, 
involving hardships and triumphs, quaint 
traditions and peculiar religious beliefs,

The idea of the value of pageants as 


@n educational historical aid is not a 
new one. /It was some time ago that 
Joseph A. Dunney, one of New York's 


foremost State educators, said to a group 
of coworkers at a sectional meeting in 
Cleveland, O.: “The old idea of teaching 
history to students by means of a mass 
of data and dates is obsolete and must 


be scrapped. We must present history 
as a pageant; this is the age of the 
motion picture and the idea must be 


capitalized by educators. In place of the 
usually accepted cut-and-dried methods 
we must teach history in set periods, each 
Reriod to be typified by an outstanding 
figure around which events can be pic- 
terially woven.” 


True fair boards are not primarily 
educators. Their first consideration must 
of necessity be the financial aspect. How- 
ever, the two can well be con bined, as-is 
evidenced by the words of J. K. Paisley, 
manager of the Central Canadian Ex- 
hibition, who states: “We consider the 
historicat and industrial pageant 2 won- 
derful drawing card, and a pageant will 
be our only attraction in front of the 
grand stand during the evenings of 
Centenary Week this year.” ; 


The Central Canadian Exhibition is one 
of the most successful and largest fairs 
held in America. On the other hand the 
county fair held at Ithaca, Mich., is by 
comparison a very small fair, and A. 
McCall, its progressive secretary, states: 
“Our pageant was far beyond our ex- 
pectations. All of our citizens are com- 
plimenting us on staging such a success- 
ful and worth-while production. It had 
a drawing power which is equaled by 
no other attraction.” So regardless of 
the size of the fair the drawing power 
of the pageant is ever present. 


Since the modern age flocks to where 
color, life and musi an be found the 
pageant holds a stirring and vivid appeal 


with its gaily bedecked episodes which 
are replete with artistic offerings. Aside 
from the highly colored and awe-inspir- 
ing spectacle which embraces covered 


wagons, stately Indians, slow-moving and 
heavy-footed oxXen. buckskin pioneers, 
colonial dames, red-coated soldiers and 
the like, there is ever passing before the 
eyes enchanting dance groups and power- 
ful tableaux, all im all a tremendous liv- 
ing picture. 


Pageants do arouse public interest and 
thru them the problem is solved of reach- 
ing that certain large element of the

gain the co-operation of the schools and 
of people who otherwise would not be 
interested in any theatrical enterprise. 
Why not start a national movement to 
bring the young people into the legit mat: 
theater by asking low prices for children 
and for high-school students or by run- 


ning special matinees for them? That 
price would not necessarily have to be 
as low as the admission to other forms 


of theatrical entertainment, but it should 
be low enough to compete on an almost 
equal basis. 

The immediate profit might not be in 
evidence, but I believe that it is the 
surest way of building a public for the 
legitimate theater of tomorrow. 

T believe that some concerted action 
shonld be taken to bring back the 
legitimate stage to the position it has 
held in the past. And any action, such 
as IT have outlined above. would be sure 
to enlist the literary and women’s or- 
ganizations thruout the country. 

They already believe that young peo- 
ple nted the legitimate stage. All that 
is necessary is to arouse their interest 
to action and to place the admission 
price xf the legitimate theater on a 
competitive basis with other forms of 
amusement and within the reach of the 
pocketbook of the average boy or girl, 
taking out both extremes of wealth and 
poverty. 

A manager might say that he was 
playing to capacity business and could 
not afford to sell seats to young people 
at a lower price In that case the right 
dea would be to set aside so many seats 
—make the special low price—and say 
you are dealing in futures. Stock 
companies, in particular, would find that 
idea would work out well. 

If, however, each manager is selfish 


and unwilling to do anything to educate 
the young people—then we might as well 
say that the legitimate theater will go 
on losing its hold. 

I am not a manager—only a lecitimate 
actor—and nothing else. am com- 
paratively young and hope to have many 


years on the legitimate stage. In order 
for me to do that the lexzitimate stage 
must continue to exist. Thus one reason 


for my active interest. However, I be- 
lieve thoroly that the young peopl f 
today need the legitimate theater and I 
believe also that the legitimate theater 


needs the young people.

Hays Is Charged With 
Contract Subterfuge 


M. P. T. O. A. Lodges Complaint 
With Film Czar Scoring Ef- 
fort Thru Credit Commit- 
tee To Sidestep Clause 
in New Contract 


New York, March 27.—An effort to 
dodge the letter of the new contract by 
subterfuge is being made by the Hays 
organization, following the adoption of 
thé agreement recently, in the shape of a 
Credit Committee to compel exhibitors 
buying theaters to assume the contracts 
left by the seller, according to reports. 
Complaint that the jurisdiction of the 
Film Boards of Trade, attacked from 
time to time, is encroached upon by this 
committee, and that virtually an attempt 
is being set on foot to return to the old 
contract, has been lodged with the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, Inc., (Hays) by the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of America. 


In an official letter to Will H. Hays, 
Joseph Seider, business manager of the 
M. P. T. O. A, writes: 


“Ir spite of the provisions of the con- 
tract now in use, the Film Boards of 
Trade have organized what they call a 
Credit Committee, for the sole purpose 
of forcing the purchasers of theaters to 
assume contracts even tho they had not 
assumed them.” 


Mr. Seider states that his organiza- 
tion is in possession of proof to sub- 
stantiate the statement that its sole pur- 
pose is to circumvent provisions of the 
contract and law and to force the pur- 
chaser of a theater to assume contracts 
made by the seller whether he had ac- 
cepted the assignment of the contracts or 


Mr. Seider’s letter indicates that he 
bases his chief contention on the ground 
that it is up to the Film Boards of Trade, 
the accepted medium for arbitration, to 
pass upon the merits of such a situation 
which in the new form of contract pro- 
vides that “where the purchaser of a 
theater accepts an assignment in writing 
and the assignment is consented to by 
the disttributor, then the seller is relieved 
from responsibility.” 

In reply to the complaint. Gabriel Hess, 
general attorney for the Hays organiza- 
tion, wrote Mr. Seider a lengthy letter 
outlining the rules and regulations for 
the establishment of the Credit Com- 
mittee, of which the following paragraph 
may be considered as a summation: 


“Abuses and unfair practices have 
reached such an extent that losses run- 
ning into the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars were sustained by the distribu- 
tors of motion pictures. These abuses 
became so prevalent it was common talk 
in the industry that all an exhibitor had 
to do to avoid his nncompleted centracts 
was to transfer his theater.” 

Mr. Seider replies thus wise: 


“It is apparent that the intent as indi- 
cated by the language of the rules and 
regulations for the establishment and 
operation of the Credit Committee is not 
carried out by the Credit Committees 
Distributors of motion pictures have 
grasped the opportunity to force the ac- 
ceptance by theater owners of contracts 
and stop the practices when they occur 
by bringing the situations before the 
arbitration boards. Surely,’it is fairer 
that the arbitration boards, under the 
Uniform Contract, determine whether a 
theater owner is guilty of such practice 
or not, in preference to your committees 
arriving at a determination. It is unfair 
for you to assume that a person upon 
purchasing a theater knows of all out- 
standing contracts and that by reason 
thereof he is morally and ethically bound 
t' refrain from entering into a transac- 
tion which he knows will enable the pre- 
vious owner to avoid his legal obliga- 
tions.” 

_ Mr. Seider declares further that prac- 
tices of the Credit Committee, particu- 
larly in New York, do not conform to 
the Hays organization's original explana- 
tion of the reason for its establishment. 
He declares, , that members of the 
5 : “in sympathy with all 
to protect the industry against 
unfair practices of éxhibitors attempting 
to avoid their just obligations, but it 
will not tolerate the use of an illegal 
setup to foree innocent purchasers to 
assume burdens for which thev are not 
legally responsible." 


Iowa Theater Owner Anxious 
To Return Exhibitor Attacks 


New York, March 27.—The first 
exhibitor to volunteer his services to 
the Speakers’ Bureau, established re- 
cently by the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of America, as a means to 
answer attacks against the theater 
owner, is Harold Barnes, owner of the 
Rialto Theater, Burlington, Ia. 

Barnes, well known in exhibitor and 
ublic circles thruout the Middle West, 
nformed the M. P. T. O. A. he was 
particularly impressed with the alarm 
sounded that the motion picture in- 
dustry must answer the charges of all 
unauthentic reports because of their 
destructive influence on the film indus- 
try as a whole. It will be Barnes’ 
duty, as a member of the Speakers’ 
Bureau, to watch all issues of im- 
portance in his territory and to de- 
fend the exhibitor there from all un- 
warranted attacks.

New Paramount House 
To Be Opening Point 
Of All Publix Units 


New York, March 27.—Construction is 
going ahead with as much rapidity as pos- 
sible on the new Paramount building on 
Broadway between 43d and 44th streets, 
with a view to having the playhouse, to 
be called the Paramount, in readiness for 
opening about October 1. The house 
will become the starting point of the Pub- 
lix presentations produced by John Mur- 
ray Anderson, Frank Cambria, Gus Ed- 
wards and others, which now inaugurate 
their tours at the Rivoli.

Charles Cook, gen- 
eral manager of the Barnes Show, has 
received a check for $75,000, said to be 
the highest price ever paid for the use 
of a circus to make a motion picture. 

The Barnes Show was set up in its 
ent rety on the back lot and all per- 
formers and working men were at their 
respective places during the three weeks 
of the making of the picture. Mr. Barnes, 
in the contract, stated that the picture 
must be made to reflect credit to circus 
life and every scene was carefuily made 
for Messrs. Barnes’ and Cook's Ss 
Rex de Rosselli was responsible for the 
dramatic portrayal for the screen, and 
Frank O'Connor directed the photoplay. 


The First 40-Horse 


Team and Driver--- 


A Feature That Inspired Com- 
petitors 


Harry W. Cole and Leroy Snell, of 
Detroit, Mich., submit the following: 

The data gathered indicates that 
Spalding & Rogers’ Colossal Dramatic 
Equestrian Circus, which visited the 
Middle West in 1853, with the “World Re- 
nowned Apollonican, drawn by 40 horses, 
four abreast, containing Choates’ Phila- 
delphia Band, and an entire dramatic 
company, producing every night grand 
patriotic melodramas and ballets,” car- 
ried the first 40-horse team as a circus 
feature attraction. And from the avail- 
able information, it is evident that this 
feature was maintained by this show for 
five seasons thereafter. Then, as now, new 
circus features were imitated by com- 
petitors; but the resourees demanded for 
an equine display like a 40-horse team, 
prevented most shows from using it. 


Spalding & Rogers may have been 
inspired to include this feature as an 
attraction by having their attention 


drawn to the 39-horse team of the Welch, 
Delavan & Nathans National Circus in 
1849. They advertised Kendall's brass 
band drawn by 40 horses in 1855. In 
1856 they again toured the central part 
of the Middle West with Canham’'s brass 
band drawn in triumphal procession the 
morning of arrival in every place of exhi- 
bition by 40 horses driven by one man, 
and J. W. Paul, the modern Jehu and 
40-horae driver, was featured. In 
series of articles in Detroit Saturday 
Night. February. 1914, J Fe. Warner, 
then 83 years old, who was manager of 
the Spalding & Rogers Circus in 1858, 
told how he bested the campa‘gn com- 
mittee managing the Lincoln and Douglas 
political meetings in Tll'nois in the fall 
of that year, after it had balked at using 
the circus tent for Lincoln's speech, tho 
it had agred to such arrangements with 
the show's suave advance agent, but 
changed its m'‘nd because newspapers 
ridiculed Douglas for making his first 
speech in a circus tent! Mr. Warner 
thus related how he drew the crowd 
away from the grove where Lincoln was 
speaking, when the meeting did not end 
at 2 o’clock as promised by the com- 
mittee: “A few minutes before 2 o'clock 
the feature of our parade was drawn un 
to the grove, ready to allure the people 
to the tents when the speaking closed. 
It was an immense cage containing a 


woman surrounded by 2 dozen ey 
pythons and anacondas drawn by 40 
horses driven by a single man. Atop sat 
a band.” And we have no reason to 
doubt but that the driver was J. W. 
Paul, since he had already demonstrated 
his ability as a jehu eé are indebted 
to an informant (Forepaugh Whitey) 
for the information that the Howe & 
cna 2 American Circus had a 40-horse 
team in England in 1857. 

nothing further regarding it. 
Company's Circus, in Detroit, July, 1864, 
advertised: “The great cavalcade will 
enter town in grand procession, preceded 
by the gorgeous Dolphin Chariot, the 
most magnificent specimen of art and 
elaborate workmanship ever paraded 
before the public. Drawn by 40 horses, 
splendidly caparisoned, driven and con- 
trolled by Maj. H. Derf, the champion 
whip.”’ The review notice of July 9 stated: 
“The gorgeous chariot of the company, 
carrying the band, was out in the after- 
noon, drawn by 40 horses, and attracted 
crowds of spectators.”’ 

Dr. Earl M. Pratt, well informed in 
circus lore, of Girard, Pa., states the 
Thayer & Noyes Circus had a very large 
gilded band wagon, drawn by 40 horses, 
driven by Ed Baskinstow and his wife. 
Jim Barker, who helped in getting the 
horses together, and rode with the driver 
the first trip, is still living in Girard. As 
nearly as they can fix the year, it was 
1868 or ‘69. J. H. Muldoon, trouper 
extraordinary down in Maine, stated that 
he saw J. H. Paul drive a 40-horse team 
on the Stone & Murray Circus in 1870, 
and doubt was expressed as to the 
accuracy of his statement by another 
contributor. Well, Muldoon was right. 
Stone & Murray's Circus visited New 
Britain, Conn., April 20, 1869, and April 
19, 1870. They had the 40-horse string 
on the latter date, managed by Maitre du 
Cheval J. H. Paul, The same show in 
Laconia, N. H., August 3, 1870, adver- 
tised “180 men and horses. Grand street 
pageant preceded by the elegant band 
chariot containing Prof. O. P. Perry’s 
famed orchestra drawn by 40 horses man- 
aged by the great Maitre du Cheval, Mons. 
J. H. Paul.” No doubt but that J. W. 
and J. H. Paul were the same person. We 
have never been able to verify the state- 
ment of a resident of Booneville, Mo., in 
his reminiscences in a souvenir edition of 
The Booneville Advertiser in 1924, that 
he remembered the entry of the 40-horse 
team of Yankee Robinson's show in the 
‘70s. He couldn't fix the year himself. 
Fred Buchanan, when consulted, d'dn't 
credit the incident, however, stating that 
“Yankee’s” show never grew to great 
proportions, that some photos he had 
proved the old show’s wagons were very 
light, the horses were of I'ght weight. 
and the band wagon crude and small 
Dan Rice’s publicity in 1373 contained a 
line: “Look for 40-horse Team! drawing 
band wagon!’* When the circus exhib- 
ited in Detroit, Mich., in May, The Free 
Press stated: “Yesterday when the 
‘40-horse’ team went to make a turn in 
the eastern part of the city a lamp post 
was found to be in the way, and after an 
instant reflection the driver removed the 
obstruction with a wheel, and the chariot 
rolled on." As far as the statement that 
young Addie Forepaugh was the first 
man Jake Posey knew to ride and drive 
a 40-horse team, and who fixed the date 
as the sprine of 1890, let us say that 
Sells Bros’. Circus advertised a 40-horse 
act in their circus in 1889 (Booneville, 
Mo., Aug. 29, was one of their stands), 
and Signor Blau, a chap in pink tights, 
drove 40 horses, two abreast, around the 
hippodrome track once, in fu'fi'lment of 
the advertisement. The Clipper, in its 
“95 Years Ago’ items, in an issue of 
August, 1914, recalled the act with an 
item. That publication § stated the 
driver’s name was Blitz, but we think 
The Clipper was in error, that it was

REGINA EXHIBITION 


Is To Have Fine Program, New 
Buildings and Big Publicity 
Campaign This Year 


Regina, Sask., March 21.—The man- 
agement of the Regina Industrial Ex- 
hibition is preparing for one of the biggest 
years the exhibition has ever had. In- 
cluded in the plans are a fine program of 
exhibits and entertainment; several new 
buildings, and a publicity campaign that 
will make the event known far and wide. 

At a recent meeting of the exhibition 
board it was decided to spend ap- 
proximately $16,500 for publicity this 
year. The publicity budget will include 
advertising in 125 newspapers in Sas- 
katchewan and 50 papers in Montana and 
North Dakota. The balance of the $16,500 
will be spent in a heavy program of di- 
rect mail advertising, and the distribution 
of circular letters, leaflets and road maps 
to the number of 300,000 copies. Other 
forms of publicity employed will be bill- 
boards, posters, road signs and imprint- 
ing on envelopes used by Regina busi- 
ness men. 

Special days of the fair have been set 
as follows: 

Monday, July 26—Children’s Day. 

Tuesday, July 27—Americans’ Day. 

Wednesday, July 28—Moose Jaw and 
Regina Citizens’ Day. 

Thursday, July 29—-Farmers’ Day. 

Friday, July 30—Old-Timers’ Day. 

Saturday, July 31—Carnival Day. 

It was decided that the exhibitjon will 
be run on railroad time this year instead 
of fast time, in the belief that this would 
be more satisfactory to the people out- 
side of the city and would also please the 
city people who attend in the evenings. 
Under this arrangement the evening pro- 
gram will now start at 8 o'clock instead 
of 7 o’clock as formerly. It will also be 
possible to stage the big fireworks pro- 
gram each evening in complete darkness. 

Horse races will be run every after- 
noon of the exhibition. Monday there 
will be five running races with prizes 
totaling $1,500. 

Frize money for agricultural and 
horticultural products was set at $1,437 
as compared with $882 last year—an in- 
crease of $555. 

A report was presented to the directors 
concerning arrangements so far for the 
erection of the new buildings this year, 
The new lease of the exhibition grounds 
from the city, made for 10 years, had been 
completed, it was stated. This lease in- 
cludes not only the present grounds but 
two blocks of city property north of the 
grounds, and one and a half blocks on 
the east side The additional land will 
be used for parking automobiles. 

The new buildings are the Saskatchewan 
Government Building, $25,000; Industrial 
Exhibits Building, $230,000; extension to 
Auto Show Building, $4,500. The build- 
ings will be financed by an issue of 
$60,000 nine-year debentures by the Ex- 
hibition Association. It was originally 
intended that the debentures should 
mature in 10 years, but it was thought 
advisable to have the maturity date fall 
within the period of . th which, 
having been made retroactive to last fall, 
will terminate within a little over nine 
vears. The debentures will be of $590 
and $100 denominations and will bear in- 
terest at seven per cent 

The Brandon (Man.) Winter Fair, heid

“Mrs. Shawhan came honestly by her 
love for the show world and its folks 
as her father before her was one of the 
pioneers of the business. He was as- 
sociated with its various phases thruout 
his entire life. For the past 24 seasons 
Mrs, Shawhan and her husband had 
‘made’ the fairs without losing a season. 
They started out in June in Western 
Canada, went on to Toronto and then 
down the line to the last major fairs of 
the year. 

“Mrs. Shawhan long ago gained a com- 
petency in this life and could have ree 


tired; in fact, did ‘threaten’ to many 
times. But each spring she got the 
‘road’ fever again. Her love for the 


‘game and the opportunity to see and be 


with the people she loved was too strong 
to overcome. The present season, how- 
ever, would probably have witnessed her 
retirement. She wanted to round out the 
quarter of a century with her husband 
as partner and then take a tour around 
the world. She was making plans to 
that end when taken suddenly sick with 
pneumonia and despite every known aid 
of medical science died in four days, 

“In Chattanooga, her home town, Mrs. 
Shawhan had an extremely wide circle 
of friends due to her kindly disposition 
and because of her activity in various 
civic and charitable organizations. She 
was an active member of Kosmos and 
the Woman's Club, two of the strongest 
organizations of the city. She was al- 
ways a friend to the needy and did much 
charitable work that was known only to 
those who were benefited. Many ‘road’ 
people, broke and away from home, or 
down in their luck otherwise, have been 
put on their feet thru her aid. There 
was rarely, if ever, a benefit performance 
given in Chattanooga of which she was 
not a patron. The show world is better 
because of her life with its example of 
enthusiasm, industry, cheerfulness and 
charity, and when another season will 
have started she will be sorely missed 
by those who knew her best and loved 
her most.”

Albany, Ga., March 26.—Barron Collier, 
owner of Luna Park, Coney Island, N. 
Y., one of the biggest amusement enter- 
prises at that resort. has recently ac- 
quired 1,000 acres of land here on which 
he will erect a huge amusement center. 
The property is controlled by the Empire 
State Development Company, of which 
Collier is president. Arthur Jarvis, 
manager of Luna Park and one of Ccel- 
lier’s representatives, recently stopped 
off here on his way back to New York 

. from Florida to look the ground over and 
determine just what is to be installed 
here. One of the first things Collier will 
build is an immense hotel, according to 
Jarvis, as well as a beautiful golf course, 
large swimming pool with hundreds of 
bathing pavilions and all modern innova- 
tions and conveniences in the pool. The 
resort when completed will be one of the 
most modern ones in the South and will 
be complete in every respect. 

Forty acres will be set aside for an 
amusement park to be known as Sky- 
water Park. The swimming pool will be 
erected within the confines of the park 
and will be fed from the Blue Mineral 
Springs which are right on the property, 
the water coming from these natural 
springs having a temperature of 70 
degrees all year round. A filtration plant 
will be installed to keep the water clean 
and pure, as well as hot and cold shower 
baths, lockers, steam rooms, ete. All 
of the most modern of riding devices as 
well as such old standbys as the merry- 
go-round, Ferris wheel and roller coaster 
will be installed, possibly even one of the 
flying circuses such as is to be erected 
at Luna Park, Coney Island, this season 

A beautiful dance hall large enough 
to provide space for several thousand 
dancers at one time will also be built 
and some popular dance orchestra will 
supply the music. Buildings will be put 
up to house concessions, shows and other 
attractions, and an arena may be pro- 
vided for a one-ring circus. If a circus 
is not put on, provision will, in all 
probability, be made for the presentation 
of free acts. 

Albany itself has a population of about 
28,000 people but there are. several 
hundred thousand more in the neighbor- 
ing towns, and excursions will be run to 
the park from all over the South by the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railway. <A depot 
will be placed right on the property by 
this road. 

After a short stay Jarvis continued on 
to New York to complete plans and will 
return before very long to get the work 
started. It will be rushed as much as 
possible in an attempt to have things 
ready for this season if possible. No ex- 
pense will be spared to make the resort 
ideal in every respect. If everything is 
carried out as planned now several mil- 
lion dollars will be spent on the de- 
velopment.

Managers who have opened or are pre- 
paring to open their summer rinks should 
not lose the opportunity of having the 
rinks properly listed in The Billhoced. A 
letter or a postal card will do the trick. 
Managers who are alert to every oppor- 
tunity that may give them new ideas teat 
they can often use to their advantage will 
give this matter their attention. Many 
skate professionals and others in the 
game, who have attractions, features and 
other interests, often use these lists to 
get into contact with the rink manager, 
who, in turn,*would not otherwise be able 
to secure them.

Acquainting the Public 
With Cash Expenditures 


Reiss Shows To Total Amounts 
Spent “in Town” Weekly 
by Their Staff and Other 
Attaches 


The man who aids the profession «! 
which he is a part resultingly helps his 
own interests. Likewise, individual or- 
ganizations in the field of collective out- 
door amusements—commonly termed car- 
nivals. 

A bit of “pet”, tho inconsistent propa- 
ganda “spread” to the public verbally 
and thru the press by sponsors of or 
“spokesmen” for so-called “opposers” (be 
it in favor of competitive business or for 
whatever other purpose) has been that 
traveling outdoor shows “take all the 
money out of town” and liké. ridiculous 
statements—inconsistent 
that, taking last year as an example, not 
more than 10 per cent of the carnival 
organizations could balance their books 
on the profit side of their ledgers up to 
their late,summer and fall fair and cele- 
bration engagements were well under way 
—in’a big majority of instanees the en- 
tire gross receipts (often more) were paid 
out right at the towns where the shows 
exhibited during the spring and summer 
seasons. 

To a great extent the general public 
has been at fault in the continuation of 
this brand of “opposition” tactics. The 
average citizen has not interested himself 
in estimating the amount of money the 
management and attaches of a carnival 
company spend in each town where the 
organization exhibits (a company of 400 
people almost invariably spends more than 
$4,000 in six days just for “eating’—not 
including confections). Also, far too great 
u number of the local people inconsistent- 
iy judge the receipts of a carnival by the 
“big crowds on the midway each night”— 
with but very few exceptions, entrance to 
the midway proper is absolutely gratis, 
Hence, the propaganda of “other interests” 
and their supporting friends has in many 
cases been allowed to materially “go over” 
unchallenged (in the spirit of facts) by 
the citizenry not so “vitally interested” 
as the “opposers”. 

Carnival managements, in fact entire 
personnels of carnival organizations, have 
been noticeably lax in themselves placing 
estimates of their respective company’s 
expenditures at towns or cities where they 
exhibit before the public—for its enlight- 
enment—counteractive to unjust propa- 
ganda against the showman, usually when 
there are “no showmen in town” to take 
exception to it. During the past several 
years, however, on various occasions, car- 
nival executives found it logical or neces- 
sary to keep “tab” so far as possible on 
the amount of money eac& member of the 
company and the “office’’ spent during a 
week's engagement; totaled this and com- 
pared it with the gross receipts for the 
week, and, incidentally, the general popu- 
lace of the respective localities was made 
better acquainted with actual conditions— 
from various angles. 

Incidental to the above, it seems that 
the management of the Nat Reiss Shows, 
which has about 400 attaches, has decided 
to this year collect the expenditure data 
referred to each week, and quite pre- 
sumably not aimed at that organization’s 
exclusively individual benefit, but for 
whatever general good might be attained 
for its field of amusement catering to 
the public, as according to the following 
article (directed to the show’s attaches) 
that appeared in this year’s first issue of 
The Nat Reiss Shows Recorder, dated 
March 24, and headed “ ‘Taking Money 
Out of Town’ To Be Answered’; 

“Between now and the opening of the 
Johnson City engagement next week you 
will be given an expense sheet, with an 
explanation of what it is for. This sheet 
will be passed out each day thruout the 
season, starting next week, and will be
